The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or render obvious a heat exchanger having the claimed structure 
including at least a portion of the heat exchanger medium passages is located behind at 
least a portion of the opening for the second medium when a respective disk is viewed 
in a plane along a longitudinal axis of the disk and when the disk is viewed in the plane 
of the respective disk in a direction perpendicular to the direction extending from an end 
of the disk where the end region is located to an opposite end of the respective disk.
